It was predicted by some of those present at the luncheon that 
as a result of the advance in the price of raw material, that an in- 
crease of 124 per cent in the price of tires would be realizied in the 
immediate future. The sentiment was that the small manufacturers is par- 
ticularly effected by the raise in rubber and fabric because it neces- 
sities increased capital to carry on the same unit business, It was also 
stated that most of the smaller manufacturers are still pessimistic be- 
caue of the advance prices, and others pointed out that the larger com- 
panies have stocked up the dealers to such an extent with tires based 
on 1922 costs, that it would be some months before the consummer feels 
the advance in materials, | 


One member who is an executive of a combined selling organiza- 
tion to sell tires for the smaller manufacturers, asserted that selling 
is the principal problem of the small tire firm, and that because of the 
low price at which their surplus must be sold, the selling cost for some 
manufacturers runs as high as 30 per cent. Their plan is to have one man 
offer the product of a number of manufacturers and thus reduce selling 


cost and selling price.

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REPORT OF OCTOBER MEETNG 


The regular monthly meeting of the Mid-West atk OG eae Madey 
Association was held at the Hotel Morrison on Tuesday. October 10th, with 
a good attendance. W. W. Wuchter of Omaha, Neb. President of €h’ Assoc- 
iation presided. 


Despite the flourishing situation of the automobile industry, the 
condition of small tire manufacturers in the middle west is deplorable as 
a result of keen competition and the price cutting war which has been in 
existance during the past year, This being the general senitment expressed 
by those present. 


It was pointed to the number of small tire firms going out of business 
and others on the verge of bankruptcy as a result of price cutting which is 
manifest in the offering of one firm of 30 x 34 inch ccrd tires at $5.50. It 
was however predicted that good times are ahead for the tire trade generaly 
and that the coming of Spring will see a much improved condition. 


In commenting on some statements made that there is a years supply of 
tires in this country. It was cited the following August figures showed not 
more than 45 days supply of tires on hand, figures of 63 firms excluding one 
of the largest for August showed 4,629,000 tires in first hands, 2.905,000 
tires produced, domestic consumption 3,029,000 and exported 85,264, The 
figures on tubes in August showed an inventory of 5,207,000, production of 
8,808,000, domestic consumption 4,220,000 and export 90,000, About 11,000, 
000 lbs. of fabric was used during the month, of which 4,798,000 lbs was 
square woven and 6,200,000 lbs was cord. 


It was voted in favor of holding the next regular monthly meeting in 
St. Louis, Mo. Mr .S. J. Roy, of Hannibal, Mo. urged the associate members 
to co-operate in making this meeting a success, He also stated in discussing 
general conditions that the cancelJlution of foreign debts would stablize 
conditions and enable American manufacturers to sell more tires and other 
articles abroad, 


Dr. R. P. Shepherd of the Illinois Relations Committee, of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, the principal speaker delivered a very impressive 
address urging the tire manufacturers to develop groop thinking and acting, | 
and friendly relations among the people in their own communities, all of which 
make for greater manufacturing and distributing efficiency.

The chief topic discussed at this meeting was that of a uniform system of 
cost accounting for the small tire manufacturing plants, A representative of a 
Cleveland manufacturer whom is an expert accountant explained various methods as 
did an expert representing a St. Louis tire firm, who delt at length with the 
methods used at their plant. In order to determine the most acurate and efficent 
method of figuring costs, a committee of three was appoined to investigate and 
gather information relative to the various systems at present used, and to report 
thereon at the next meeting of this Association, 


At the discussion which followed the luncheon several of those present, in 
reviewing the tire situation, was in favor of forming a co-operative selling organ- 
ization to market the product of the member tire manufacturers, as this plan would 
result in a great reduction in sales costs, and would eleminate the expensive 
branches and sales rooms now being maintained throughout the country by the manu- 
facturers, 


Those present representing fabric and crude rubber firms stated that the 
steady advance in the price of these two raw materials will be sufficient tc 
insure an increase in the price of tires in the near future,

Following the luncheon Mr, Firestone was announced and without introduc- 
tion the members arose and applauded. Mr. Firestone stated that he was going to 
take the friendly reception as an approval of the Firestone Company’s action in 
attempting to stabilize and standardize new tire prices even though they are on 
@ lower level. He said that during the month of May and part of June very little 
tire business had been done, The reason he beleived was because there was no 
price list out and the consumer did not know what price he paid for tires and that 
the industry was going on without a price list as far as the consummer was con- 
cerned, and that he hoped that the action of his company would help to stabilize 
the tire industry to some extent. He also stated that he thought it a matter of 
pretty poor business and discredit to the industry when we will go out and give 
one, two or six months dating right at the height of the season, and urged that 
e manufacturers get together and set certain standards, as there are certain

standards that can be set but we cannot control sales. 


Mr. Firestone in his talk regarding the British Restrictions gave some 
very interesting information received from his representatives in the Far East 
and London, and also recent comments of the various British Officials and 
others regarding the operation of the Restriction Legislation and quoted from 
a report from London relative to the proposals now being put forward to make 
the present restriction law even more drastic. 


He asserted that no government can justifiably restrict the production 
of any commodity and keep people out of work to satisify a few stockholders. 
He predicted the Stevenson Restriction act will be repealed and told how 
growers among others oppose the restriction, The duty of the rubber trade in 
American, he said, is to interest American capital in growing rubber under 
America control. 


Mr. Gableline ina brief-address stated that Mr. Firestone hit the 
nail on the head in reference to terms. Ha said we now have terms of thirty, 
sixty and ninty days, last October they began to sell on April, May and June 
terms, today they are giving August dating, and said whenever the industry 
will eliminate credit on tires the same as on other legitimate articles our 
industry will progress and get in line with other industries that are legiti- 
mate and clean and making a legitimate profit. The only way to solve this 
problem, he said, was to get together and eliminate these long terms that are 
now put out. 


At the executive session held in the afternoon the question of forming a 
new Association composed of rubber manufacturers only was discussed, many of 
the members present did not seem to ba in favor of this new organization at 
this time, as they said, they could not see where any more benefit could be 
derived from another Association in the rubber industry. 


One of the members stated that he thought that it was entirely up to the 
individual members whether they want to associate themselves with some other 
organization or whether they do not, and said, he thought the thing to discess 
was how to help curselves. There are three fundamentals that we want to find 
out, (1) Do we buy right? (2) Do we manufacture at a right cost? (3) Do we 
sell at a profit? The only way to find these things out, he said, is to get 
around the table and learn from each other. 


There were some interesting figures and facts given by one member present 
regarding the cost of growing and landing crude rubber in New York, saying that 
it has been proven that on one well regulated plantation operated by a large 
American manufacturer, rubber can be produced at 94¢ per pound, and landed in 
New York for 16¢ or 174¢ per pound, when sold to other manufacturers at 36¢ to 
39¢ per pound, their profit per pound is about 11¢, and the prospective earnings 
for this company the first six months of this year are $5,000,000. With such a 
large profit on rubber, he said, they do not care whether they make any money 
in their manufacturing end or not.

REPORT OF SEPTEMBER MEETING 


The meeting and luncheon of this Association was held at the 
Hotel La Salle on Tuesday September 1lth., 1923 with good attendance. 
The meeting was presided over by the President Thomas Follen and called

At the Board of Directors meeting eit was voted to entirely 
eliminate any further discussion cf affiliating with any other organ- 
ization. This motion followed considerable discussion during the past 
few months as to’ the advisability of merging this Association with the 
Rubber Association of America. It was also voted that this Association 
should continue its headquarters in Chicago. 


A motion was proposed and passed to the effect that this 
Association go on record as being strongly cpposed to the "Pittsburg 
Plus" plan as now effective on steel. It was recommended that a copy of 
this protest be mailed to Congress. 


Following the luncheon the round table discussion brought 

out the belief that the tire manufacturers generally are passing through 

a@ crisis and will.be shortly called upon to decide once and for all 

whether they will make merchandise for price or quality. One manufacturer 
firmly asserted that it would be Almost “Commerical Svicide" fcr the smaller 
manufacturers to attempt to compete with some of the price slashing and 
cutting tactics of some of the larger manufacturers. Another member 

cited the great harm being done to the industry as a whole by the manu- 
facturing of cheap tires for certain large distributors while others pointed 
to the need for standardization of styles and the urgent need for the 
elimination of absurd long terms. Along these lines another manufacturer 
declared that the industry would be constantly troubled with over produc- 
tion just so long as firms continued to encourage speculation by granting 
long dating. Wie 


It was generally agreed that during the Summer months there was 
a slump but trade is now reviving. One reason being suggested that reduced » 
price of gasoline influencing this revival as it encourages motorist to do 


more driving.

several of the speakers asserted that both the tire manu~ 
facturers and the cotton mills are in need of a leader in a para+ 
llel position with Judge Landis in the baseball world and Will 
Hayes in the motion picture field. They also stated that the 
tire business will never be profitable for the manufacturers 
and supply men so long 4s no uniformity exists relative to dating, 
rebates, terms, etc. One of the Associate Members assailed the 
loose granting of credit by the tire manufacturers and emphasized 
that the fabric, rubber and chemical men are sincerely desirous 
of seeing efficient selling methods and modern trade practices 
adopted by the tire manufacturerss 


One of the questions discussed was the possibility of the 
government removing the excise tax of 5 per cent on automobile 
tires. J. B. Gapeline, Chairman of the Committee who previously 
investigated the matter, declared that the elimination of the 
excise taxes generally cannot be expected if a soldiers’ bonus 
bikl is passed. Several of the speakers spoke against the bonus, 
and also pointed out that the automobile is a necessity which 
should not be taxed. One of the speakers pointed out, however, 
that the automobile trade would get more than its share of any 
money given out as a soldiers’ bonis, the instance being cited 
of the many ex-service men in lowa who bought Ford cars on the 
part payment plan with their bonus money. 


Several of the supply men asserted that so long as the 
tire plants operate a good capacity there will be an over pro- 
duction, with the consequent necessity of selling many of the 
tires at a loss or very little profit in order to get business. 
Incidentally it was said that: the wealthy people to-day are not 
buying big cars, so that the manufacturers who sell the small

Only time, will determiné whether the 30" and 21" 
and possibly 22" are.going to put the 23" and 24" diameter 
rims off the map.» If they do, this is perhaps great progress,» 
On the other hand, there are many capable men in the tire 
industry who maintain that it is simply impossible to construct 
the Ballon tire to give the same measure of. service as the 
Standard tire today. Those who question the Ballon tire's 
practicability insist that in order to provide the air space 
and cushioning, the tire must be made very light, have less 
nuriber of layers of fabric which will make it more susceptible 
to puncture and in their opinion, they seem to be very doubt~ 
ful a s to whether it will give the same service as a tire 
with two or three thicknesses more in it. 


it has been generally felt that the car manufacturer 
has failed to put the full oversize tire on his’car and if 
the Ballon tire will have the tendency to cause oversizing of 
tires, thus creating a better relationship between the tire 
and the weight of the car, this will indeed be & great thing. 


Mr. E.Ss Babcox, editor of the India Rubber Review, 
declared that the Ballon tire is indeed a sensations He 
told of one Akron Manufacturer who is forty thousand (40,000) 
Ballon tires behind and of several Wire Wheel Manufacturers 
who are flooded because of the fast growing popularity of 
the new tires He went so far as to predict that the traction 
and other troubles of the Ballon tire, will soon disappeer. 
Mr. Babcox, approximated that the tire production in the. 
United States this year will be fifty thousand (50,000) or 
an increase of from fifteen to twenty percent over last year, 


The Tire business has improved during the last three 
months and will show even greater gain during the next three 
monthss The firms selling fabrics, rubber etc., to the tire 
manufacturers will without doubt do considerably more business 
this year than last year. He also commented that the tire 
business would be spread out nmiore evenly during this yeare 


All of the various members who spoke, seemed to be 
of the impression that the Ballon tire is simply taking the 
country by storm. The census of opinion is, that the Ballon 
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tire will really be helpful to the tire industry as a 
whole and the members of this association apparently 
a gree with the different speakers comments in this respect. 


The question of price lists was discussed, that 
is, the consumer's price lists and those who spoke relative 
to this, seemed inclined to beleive that the consumer's 
list was never necessary and is less necessary now,’ than 
ever. It was a factor that brouget about a great deal of: 
evil and harm to the industry. As cone spcsker aptly remarked 
"The Consumer's price list was an attempt to nationalize the 
dealar"s The p-int that he made was that the tire dealer 
perhaps was in a better position to know what his local con 
ditions really were, than anyone else. In brief, what might 
be effective in Minneapolis or St. Paul, would hardly hold 
good in Los Angeles, California or Portland, Maines

The National Automobile Chamber of Commerce 366 Madison 
Ave., Now York, N. Y. issued the following bulletins 


$24,000,000 was cut from the Federal Excise taxes on 
motor vehicles, parts, tires and accessories by a unanimous vote of 
the U. 8S. House of Representatives today. The parts schedule was 
cut in half; and motor truck chassis selling wholesale for #1000 or 
less were exempted, 


This resulted largely from the constant efforts of Con- 
gressman Robert H. Clancy of Detroit, who led the fight for relief 
for motorists. The amencment was offered by Congressman James C, 
McLaughlin of Muskegon, Michigan, who is a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee. The leading speech was made by Mr. Clancy. 


The saving in parts, tires and accessories schedule 
is estimated at $20,439,000 since the amount raised from this source 
in the fiscal year 1923 was $40,879,000. The probable saving on 
the motor truck schedule is figured at $3,600,000 as compared with 
the total of $10,677,000 paid in the fiscal year 1923, 


It is expected that the bill will ba reported to thea 
Senate Committee this week; and that Senate Finance Committee hear- 
ings may begin next week, 


Presentations were made by practically every automotive 
association, 


Members will be kept informed on the situation.

Everyone has something to sell. Some sell goods. Some sell ideas. 
Others sell service, 


Some know how to sell. Some think they do. Others have never given 
a thought to the need to know how to sell. 


Yet it is undoubtedly important to know how to do what one must jo. 
to be truly successtul in any walk of life. 


Selling is simply leading another to THINK and to ACT in accordance 
with one's own IDEA. Those who can do that are leaders, according 
to the degree of their own ability to do it. 


_ Those who cannot do it are led. They are the rank and file in the 
“army of citizens. 
— matter how much a man may know, unless he can EXPRESS what he 
r in terms which will be understood and accepted by others, all 
wiedge will be of little value either to himself or to others. 


. KNOW is not so important as what we DO with what we know. 
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To express an IDEA so that it will be understood and accepted by 
Others, it is necessary to use only words which will be understand- 
able by and acceptable to those others. It is not what we say that 
convinces them, but only what they understand and believe of what we say. 


Most people are not very highly educated. They do not think in the 
abstract but in the concrete. They do not know technical, scientific, 
or classical terms, Strong and simple words will move their minds 
because they have those words already in their minds and react to 
them readily. 


Most people are not interested in a wide range of topics. Their in- 
terests are few and simple, centering usually upon themselves and 

their immediate wants. To move their minds it is necessary to link 
what one has to sell —be it thing or thought —- to that in which they 
are already interested....themselves. 


INTEREST is the first of the four sections which must be aroused in 
conveying a motive IDEA from one mind into another. These four emo- 
tions may be remembered by keying them to the word IDHA, using each 
letter in that word as the initial of a succeeding emotion. 


Consider for yourself whether these are the four emotions through 
which your own mind passes before you ACT upon any idea which may 
have been presented for your adoption: 


I-nterest 
D-esire 
H-nthusiasm 
A-ction 


If you agree that these are indeed the essential emotions in your 
own mind, it may be concluded that the same emotions are essential 
to secure ACTION from the minds of others. All minds are much alike. 


The differences are not in how we think, but in how much. 


To lead the minds of others through these four essentiul emotions, 
seven steps must be taken. The first three of these steps lead one 
to the necessary knowledge with which to move the minds of others. 
The last four describe how to express that knowledge in terms which 
will be understood and accepted by others. These are the Seven 
Steps:-

| (1) Knowledge of your subject. 
/ (2) Knowledge of your object,

How To Express It: 


tet Make it easy to understand. 
Make it easy to believe.

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People buy things, accept and act upon thoughts, because they WANT to 
do so. To make them WANT, then, is to make them ACT, if the action 
also be made to seem reasonable and possible. That is Salesmanship.,
